Whatever of pride and enjoyment we citi- 
zens of Orange County may feel in her pres- 
ent day achievements, our sentiment cannot 
be praiseworthy till we shall have paused and 
paid our tributes of respect and honor to those 
of a generation ago, who, by their Christian 
faith and practice, their sterling characteris- 
tics and ability, overcame primitive conditions 
and made possible within a lifetime the civ- 
ilization we now enjoy. 

There is a duty—a_ privilege—sacred and 
binding, which devolves upon the few of us 
who are left? who have personal recollections 
of the real pioneers, that can only be per- 
formed by ourselves, The day is growing late 
when if we would be their worthy successors 
we must arouse and prepare for the use of 
those who shall write our country’s history, 
reminiscent characteristic sketclies of the men 
and women who laid so well the foundations 
upon which we have built, of their traditions 
and ideals, their manners, social life and re- 
ligious habits, with incidents, anecdotes and 
facts relative to them. 


When the earliest of our county’s history

shall be evolved from the shadows of the past, 
and recalled by patient efforts, we shall find 
it is a part of that story of unsurpassed trag- 
edy and romance, the story of the Seminole 
wars of nearly a century ago. 

For this reason Orange County contains 
many places of interest, of which now we 
have only a vague knowledge but when the 
work is completed of compiling the Seminole 
war records from the archives at Washington, 
we hope to obtain information which shall be 
reliable. 

Prominent among these places are the mili- 
tary graveyards of two wars, familiar to many 
persons and for their care appropriations might 
be obtained from the United States Govern- 
ment. 

Some of the localities are well known, whcre 
historic and otherwise prominent events have 
occurred, where earliest settlements were made 
(many of these are sacred to us now) and 
where the dead were laid to rest. Only after 
the utmost care should data be accepted as 
authentic, but when. satisfactorily established 
the places should be marked even if at pres-

ent in very simple manner, and the sentiment 
which time attaches to such will suggest ap- 
propriate and enduring memorials in tablets 
and stone. 

A peculiar pathos lingers around everything 
connected with the Indians and all over our 
country are traces of their neighborhood life, 
and along the St. Johns River, which they 
called Welaka, are many burial mounds. These 
mounds, especially, should be preserved from 
the hands of vandals. 

In 1750 the Creek Indians in Alabama sep- 
arated and many of them emigrated to Florida 
under a chief name Secoffee and settled in 
the western part of the peninsula, which they 
called Alachua. These united with the native 
tribes of the peninsula and together they ab- 
sorbed many 
Georgia. 


run-away negro slaves from 
Their descendants became the fierce 
Seminoles and by the end of the century had 
over-run the peninsula. 

This remnant of the once free, proud, red 
men, crowded back, and driven before the 
march of civilization, proved a formidable foe 
to any who dared encroach upon the sunny 
strip lying between the ocean and the gulf, the 
last left to them of all the continent which by 
Divine right of inheritance and possession had 
belonged to their people. 

The record of the Seminole War of 1836 
reported the establishment of Camp Monroe 
on the south shore of the lake which bears 
that name, thus opening the route by which 
the United States army advanced into the in- 
terior of the eastern half of the peninsula for 
the suppression of the Seminele Indians. The 
post was occupied by two companies of artil- 
lery, four companies of dragoons and some 
Creek Indians. 

Can one imagine the indignant horror of the 
Indians at the sight of these forerunners of 
the army of their pursuers entering the gate- 
way of their retreat? 
even this!

Leaders arose, stimulated perhaps to a 
greater degree of daring by slight trace of the 
blood of white men in the veifis of some of 
them. These poor savages in their extremity 
arose to the white man’s conception of the 
loftiest heights of valor for the defence of 
their wigwams and their hunting grounds. 

Under the counsel of Oceola, and the leader- 
ship of King Philip and Coacoochee, son and 
grandson of the old chief Secoffee, four hun- 
dred braves made a bold and desperate at- 
tack upon Camp Monroe on the 6th of Feb- 
ruary, 1837, a few weeks after its establish- 


ment, and but for the greater force of artillery 
over simple fire arms, the story of the mas- 
sacre would have been frightful to relate. 

With a desperate courage the Indians fought 
fiercely for Captain Charles 
Fourteen others were 
The Indians’ loss was twenty-five. 
It was said afterwards that the Indians be- 
came terrified at the roar of the cannon, with 
twigs and limbs falling from the trees, and 
thinking that a thunder storm was raging, sent 
by the Great Spirit to aid the white men, the 
poor creatures gave up the attack and fled in 
terror to the woods. 

The military records state that after this 
attack the name of Camp Monroe was changed 
to Fort Mellen and became the most important 
and healthful inland state in Florida; as a base 
for supplies and distribution for the many 
forts and military camps which were scattered\ 
all over Mosquito Co., the territory of which 
extended from St. Johns County on the north 
southward to Monroe, which then extended 
across the peninsula on the west from Alachua 
to the Atlantic. 

A few of the names of these forts and 
camps are still perpetuated in our county as 
Fort Reed, Maitland, Gatlin and Christmas, all 
having been the scenes of military life. 

At Fort Gatlin, now almost within the sub- 
urbs of the beautiful county Orlando, 
stands the bleached trunk and bare wide- 
spread branches of an immense dead live-oak. 
It is said that under this oak the red men and 
the white met to hold a council. At this late 
day, we can easily believe that the Indians’ 
part in that council was but to listen to the 
arbitrary sentence which would expel them 
forever to the cold, bleak plains of the West, 
away from the fair land that they loved, from 
its shady hammocks of moss-draped cypress

and magnolias, its winding rivers overhung 
with palms and willows and oaks, red hybiscus 
and white lilies, its grassy prairies stretching 
off into rolling forests of lofty’ pines, dotted 
here and there with clear blue lakes and the 
wide stretch of the waters in her inland seas, 
the happiest hunting ground that Indians ever 
dwelt upon, where a variety of game roamed 
in abundance and the rigors of cold were 
scarcely felt. White men had need of this 
peerless land, and a council was called to in- 
form the red men of the plans for their de- 
parture on the ships to be in waiting for them 
at Tampa, and our fancy suggests that what 
the children of the forest heard that day 
broke the heart of the tree. The Indians are 
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gone. Some went to the West, a few were 
permitted to remain beyond a line which the 
white men descendants still 
lodge in the swamps of the Ieverglades.

Before leaving the subjects which will be of 
interest to our historians, we would particular- 
ly emphasize the type of the people whom we 
have called Orange County’s pioneers, as dis- 
tinct from the adventurous spirits who usuaily 
inhabit new countries. 

Orange County was populated at two dis- 
tinct periods, her earliest settlements were a 
consequence of the Seminole wars, and the 
second infusion resulted from the unsettled 
condition of society incident to the Civil war. 
A large proportion of the soldiers in the Sem- 
inole wars were volunteers. When the time 
came in 1857 that the regular army was with- 
drawn, some of the volunteer soldiers remained 
and many of the camps proved the nucleus of 
a neighborhood, and the fact must be recog- 
nized that in the main these made substantial 
citizens, 

Irom that period till after the Civil War 
few persons came to the county and few moved 
away. Some small orange groves were plant- 
ed and the people produced from the soil main- 
ly what they consumed for food. Large herds 
of cattle grazed upon the prairies and many 


persons (in proportion to the standards of the 
time) grew wealthy. 

1806 ushered in the first glow of a new era. 
In the great readjustment which was taking 
place in the states north of us, as if by a simul- 
taneous impulse attention seemed fixed upon 
Florida. The world heard of her orange 
groves and her balmy climate. Many families 
in other southern states, disturbed and unset- 
tled in the plantation life in which they had 
been reared, turned to new scenes. Accus- 
tomed to agricultural ‘pursuits, fruit culture 
seemed natural and attractive and the result 
was the removal from those states to this coun- 
ty of a class of persons who had many of 
them lived on the same soil since their fore- 
fathers came to America in the early colonial 
days. Those from the north sought health, 
climate or investment, each representing a more 
refined and cultured type than is usually found , 
among the early settlers of a new territory. 

This is a meagre outline of the causes which 
led to the displacing of the original inhabitants 
of peninsular [lorida, and the rapid filling up 
of our county, from a period immediately af- 
ter the Civil War by a population so cosmopoli- 
tan that in every audience that assembles al- 
most every state in the Union has its repre- 
sentatives, besides many foreign countries as 
well. Such conditions might reasonably well 
have consumed a longer period in adjusting 
these various elements into a harmonious citi- 
zenship, but the spirit and ideals of the major- 
ity of them is attested by the public institu- 
tions for which they laid the foundations, and 
upon which their successors have builded, un- 
til ours is a civilization of which we may just- 
ly feel proud as being equal to, and'in some 
respects superior to what has been achieved 
in many of the older states.’

Capt. B. M. Sims, of Ocoee, is a Tennessean, 
educated at Hiwassee College in that State. 
Served through the Civil Came to 
Florida in 1865 and found Orange County 
about 120 miles long by 60 miles wide, with 75 
voters; no railroad nearer than Jacksonville, 
and no postofhce in the County. 

He taught school the frst year, which was 


war. 


the first school ever taught in Orange County. 
He built the first frame courthouse in the 
county—the old courthouse being a log house 
with a dirt floor. 

A few years previous a little colony of 
wealthy men had settled on South Apopka. 
The little colony owned over one hundred 
negroes, and cleared up several hundred acres 
of rich hammock land for raising Sea Island 
cotton and sugar cane. Some of the names of 
the little colony were Hudson, Pigue, Roper, 
Dr. Stark. 

When the war came on, most of the settlers 
left, the negroes being freed. Capt. 
rented fifty acres of Dr. Stark's plantation and 
planted corn. fle raised 2,000 
pounds of cotton and one thousand bushels of 
corn, selling the cotton for $2,000. While he 
was cultivating the crop he bought a piece of 
wild land on Lake Apopka with 
wild orange trees. He cut the wild trees oft 
and put sweet buds in the stumps, and planted

a citrus nursery, which was probably the first 
mercantile citrus nursery in the United States. 
He has kept that business up to the present 
time, furnishing trees for almost all the large 
old groves in this part of the State, and ship- 
ping a great many to California, and has at 
the present a large, fine nursery. 

He is probably the only man living who was 
selling oranges and trees from his own rais- 
ing in 1870. 

He was the only man owning a ten-acre 
bearing grove at that time. In 1893, when 
the “big freeze’ came, he owned 60 acres of 
bearing grove, after having sold 30 acres for 
thirty thousand dollars.

City Assessor and Tax Collector C. A. 
Boone was one of the earliest citizens of Or- 
lando. There are at this writing four of these 
first citizens still residents of the city. 

He came from North Carolina to Orange 
County, Florida, in 1870. First he taught 
school. In 1872, the first public school was 
established in Orlando; the photograph of the 
original building is found elsewhere in this 
book. 

Mr. Boone was proprietor of the only hotel 
in those early days—The Lovell House. He 
was one of the original merchants, having a 
general store with \W. A. Patrick as partuer. 

In 1875, Mr. Boone went into the County 
Clerk's office and held his position until 188r, 
when he again entered the mercantile field, 
the hardware business, his old partner, W. A. 
Patrick associating with him under the firm 


name of C. A. Boone & Co. This hardware 


as about 
this time Orlando and the prosperous section 
thereabout began to take on its first wonder- 
ful growth. In 1&93 he sold his hardware 
business. He was elected Mayor of Orlando 
in 1883. He also served as City Councilman 
in the earlier days and was one of the original 
incorporators of the city in 1875. 

From 1893 to 1907, he conducted an exten- 
sive dairy and nursery business, the latter 
occupying much of his personal attention. As 
an orange grower, he was successful, Boone's 
early Orange being one of his productions, 

Irom 1907 to 1914 he was successively eléct- 
ed to the office of City Clerk and Assessor, 
and under the new Commission city govern- 
ment he holds the position of Assessor and 
Tax Collector. Mr. Boone has thus lived a 
busy and honored life among his townspeople

During those years he occupied bachelors’ 
quarters and roughed it with the rest. At that 
time Apopka had one mail a week and on Sat- 
urday, which was mail day, the one little store 
in town was the Mecca toward which all steps 
were tending; no boxes in those days, the mail 
was distributed directly from the bag. San- 
ford, or Mellonville, was the base of supplies, 
and the mail and all goods were brought by 
team from that point. Later freight and pas- 
senger service was furnished via the Wekiva 
River. Apopka proper was early known as 
“The Lodge,” so called from the old established 
Masonic Lodge. The Apopka district com- 
prised all the country around Lake Apopka 
and included Oakland, Ococe, Winter Garden, 
and Apopka of the present day. Dr. Mason, 


one of the very first settlers of Apopka, was 
the oracle of wisdom on all matters pertaining 
to iruit culture; Judge Mills, who figures so 
prominently in land titles in this section, did 
the surveying; the Sims Grove on Lake Apop- 
ka was the ne plus ultra of orange groves in 
the county, and Judge Speer, of Oakland, was 
quite prominent in county affairs, 

The life of the early settler was replete with 
varied and trying experiences. Everything 
was crude, and there were many deprivations. 
At times the one store in the settlement was 
without flour, sugar, butter, and other indi- 
spensables of the present day, but there were 
no fickle appetites, and hog and hominy was 
not frowned upon if the delectables were lack- 
ing. Social gatherings gave zest to life, for 
the first settler always found time for fun, 
and then there was the old+fashioned camp 
meeting, where all repaired once a year to be 
regaled with explosive exhortations,\and inci- 
dentally with sweet potato pie and other inter- 
esting accessories. The virgin pine forests, un- 
touched by turpentine or mill men, were the 
special charm of Tlorida in the old days, 
through which the roads and trails were well 
Alas 
With the passing of the timber

The first railroad was built through Apopka 
in 1885 and it was during that time that Mr.

He met with great’ reverses in 1895 in com- 
mon with so many others in Florida, and for 
a time it seemed that he might be compelled 
to make change of base.

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JUDGE 7G SPEER 


Judge J. G. Speer was born in South Caro- 
lina, June 23, 1820. Tis ancestors were sturdy 
Scotch-Irish. His grandfather, \William Speer, 
came from County Antrim about the beginning 
of the Revolutionary war, espoused the cause 
of the colonies, fighting through the war in 
General Picken’s command. Judge J. G. Speer 
was a staunch defender of the right, though 
it might be the weaker side, and was independ- 
ent of popular opinion in taking a stand against 
what he conceived to be wrong and would 
never buy success by compromising principle. 
Coming to Florida at an early date (1854) 
he became widely known and deservedly es- 
teemed. He took an active part in the or- 
ganization of the county, which at that time 
included a large part of Osceola, also a large 
part of Lake and all of what is now Seminole. 
He was repeatedly called to places of honor 
and trust, serving one term in the lower House 
of the Legislature and two terms in the State 
Senate. At one time he was a candidate for 
the U. S. Senate, lacking only one vote of 
election, causing a deadlock for ten days, at 
which time he withdrew his name. Two years 
later he was a candidate before the gubernato- 
rial convention for governor of the state and 
hung that hody several days when he withdrew 
in favor of Honorablé Francis P. Flemming, 
who was elected. 

When duty called him to antagonize a pow- 
erful and unscrupulous interest, he did not 
hesitate. Vhe liquor traffic felt and remem- 
bers the blows he gave it in the legislature 
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and before the people. He was in the conven- 
tion that gave the state its present constitution, 
and was the author of Article 19 of the consti- 
tution, regulating the liquor business. He was 
living at Ft. Gatlin, near Orlando, when the 
question of locating the county site came up. 
This was a three-cornered fight: Ft. Reid, 
“The Lodge” (so called because here was lo- 
cated the only Masonic Lodge in the county), 
now Apopka City; and Ft. Gatlin, each place 
being championed by its settlers. A distant 
cousin, Dr. Sidney Speer, led the Ft. Reid 
forces; Isaac Newton led the Lodge crowd, 
and Judge Speer led the It. Gatlin settlers, 
and It. Gatlin won. At once the question of 
a name came up and was named “Orlando” | 
by Judge Speer for one of Shakespeare’s char- 
acters, 

He was County Judge for several years, un- 
til he moved to the section now known as 
South Apopka. In 1880, he took charge of the 
Apopka Drainage Company, for the purpose of 
draining the muck lands on the north of Lake 
Apopka. 

In 1886 he induced the Orange Belt Railroad 
to come by way of Oakland on its way south, 
(the road was to have gone some miles south 
of Oakland), giving the railroad company a 
half interest in two hundred acres of land 
on which the town of Oakland is located. 

His life and Christian character will leave 
the most enduring impress on those who knew 
him best. He died October 31, 1893.

WILLIAM R. O'NEAL 


No one man has been so prominently en- 
gaged in the up-building of Orange County, 
in so many varied ways, as William R. O’Neal. 
Everybody “hands it to him” when it comes to 
that vital touch that has left an imprint in the 
business, fraternal, religious, educational and 
political life of not only the city and county, 
but the state, as well. 

An Ohioan, born of Virginia parentage, he 
became a law student and made a specialty of 
insurance in his native state. 

An opportunity opened for him to become 
manager of the Tord estate,: which brought 
him to Orlando, Orange County, in 1886, later 
engaging in the business of insurance, rentals, 
collections, real estate and adjustments of es- 
tates. The firm was known at that time as 
Curtis, Fletcher & O'Neal, and later Curtis & 
O'Neal, and included a profitable book busi- 
ness. , 

Mr. O'Neal became connected with the edu- 
cational interests of the county at an early 
date. In 1887 he became a trustee and secre- 
tary and treasurer of Rollins College, and as 
such he has become vitally connected with the 
education of many young men and women of 
the state and elsewhere, not a few of whom 
are making their mark in the world at this 
time. 

He was for a long time the chairman of 
the Orlando school trustees and was a positive 
factor in the promotion of local educational 
interests. 

Politically, Mr. O'Neal is a republican, one 
of the kind who loyally stuck to his colors 


\ 
when he came South, and for years he has 


been foremost in the councils and conventions 
of his party. As such he was the nominee of 
his party for congress, for governor and for 
superintendent of public instruction and was 
in 1898 appointed postmaster of Orlando, re- 
taining the office with great satisfaction to the 
people until the appointment of his democratic 
successor in IQI5. 

Ifor many years he was a city alderman and 
was president of the city council when, during 
the hard, constructive period of the city’s his- 
tory, he labored industriously for the best in- 
terests of the people. 

He is at this time president of the Apopka 
Bank, a director in the State Bank of Orlando, 
secretary and treasurer of the Seminole Hotel 
Company of Winter Park, secretary of the 
Fair Association and a valued officer in vari- 
ous other business enterprises. 

Ile is prominently identihed with several fra- 
ternal organizations, notably, the Knights of 
Pythias, Masons, Commandery, Odd Fellows 
and _ I:lks.

Among the professional and political men 
of Orange County and the State of Florida, 
Senator L. C. Massey stands the peer of any.

W. KILMER, M.D. 


Doctor Kilmer has been a resident of Flor- 
ida since 1872, and his way of coming here is 
rather unique compared with this day of fine 
parlor cars and many automobiles. 

Born in Schohant, N. Y., in 1838, he is as 
finely a preserved man as there is in the State, 
and vet he walked from Ironton, Ohio, in 1872, 
a trip of 1,453 miles, on account of a physical 
breakdown. 

He undertook this interesting trip as a cor- 
respondent for the Cincinnati Commercial, 
Murat Halstead, editor, and traveled over the 
mountains of West Virginia, coming out at 
Wakalla, S. C, thence through Georgia and 
Florida, perfectly restored in physical vigor. 
After a short time spent North, he returned in 
March, 1873, and located at Altamonte, to 
which beautiful spot in Oratige County he gave 
the name it is now known by. 

Here he became active in educational mat- 
ters, serving on the County School Board for 
eight years, helping to lay the school system of 
the county and assisted in inaugurating the 
first teachers’ 


institute. There was a grange 


in the county in 1875 and being interested in 


agriculture and horticulture he was a lecturer 
for this grange, as well as of the Fruit Grow- 
ers’ Association of that time. 

In 1887 yellow fever broke out in Tampa, 
and there was a hurried call for physicians. 
Dr. Kilmer was the only one who responded 
and for five weeks faithfully worked in that 
stricken city and when he was about to return 
he was taken down and barely escaped death, 

Upon his return to Orlando the people of 
this city presented him with a gold watch and 
chain, containing this inscription: “Presented 
to Dr. Washington Kilmer by the citizens of 
Orlando in appreciation of his services in the 
yellow fever epidemic at Tampa, Fla., Nov. 25, 
1887,” 

For fifteen vears the doctor was surgeon for 
the Seaboard Air Line Railroad, and has prac- 
ticed in Orlando for thirty years. He has 
seen the building of three successive court 
houses and practically every house in the city 
for many years past. 

The doctor has two daughters, his wife dy- 
ing December, 1906.

In the early days of 1877, Mr. L. F. Tilden 
left Grundy County, Ill, and journeyed to 
Apopka, Orange County, Florida, where he 
purchased 160 acres of land, built a house 
and lived for two years.

The legal and judicial conditions obtaining 
in Orange County must be typed by the char- 
acter of the men of that profession.

After the fall of Vicksburg 
they were under General Torest until the sur- 
render and were paroled May 12th, 1865, at 
Gainsville, Ala.

Henry Nehrling was born May 9, 1853, at 
Howard's Grove, Sheboggan County, Wis.

Mr. Elijah Hand recently died in Orlando, 
but while he lived he proved what one man 
could do in business life in Orange County. 
He came to Orlando from Shelbyville, Ind., 
in 1885. f 

His business was that of undertaker and 
furniture dealer. He was the leading under- 
taker in this section for many vears, and es- 
tablished a business in furniture, carpets. etc. 
that compelled him to build larger quarters, 
resulting in the erection of the Hand build- 
ing, which is located on the site of the old Mag- 
nolia hotel property on Pine street, the entire 
lower floors of which were devoted to his 
splendid business. i 

His foresight and keen business ability stood 


him in good stead at a time when many others

could not see ahead very far, and by “taking 
time by the forelock” and building a spacious 
place where furniture, rugs, etc., could proper- 
ly be exhibited, and then stocking with season- 
able and elegant goods, he captured the public 
eye and demand at the same time and realized 
a speedy and substantial profit.

The original Orange County Woodruff was 
born in Elizabethtown, N. J. His father, Seth 
Woodruff was one of three brothers who came 
over to New Jersey from [ngland.

Woodruff home and, in fact, there was seldom 
a time when there were no visitors there. 
Naturally a man of this nature early became 
interested in the public affairs of his county 
and State and in the convention known as the 
“Secession Convention,’ which met in Valla- 
hassee in 1861, he was elected a delegate from 
Orange County, and was one of the seven men 
of that famous convention who voted against 
the ordinance of secession. Notwithstanding, 
while still in Tallahassee, he volunteered his 
services to the Southern army, but failing to 
pass the physical examination, he returned to 
his home in Orange County. As an indication 
of the method of traveling in those days it is 
interesting to note that he journeyed mule- 
back to Gainesville, and there left the mule 
for the return trip, took the Yulee railroad to 
the Capitol. 

Later in the strife Mr. Woodruff again of- 
fered his services to his State, and was ac- 
cepted, joining the “Home Guards,” Captain 
Watson, the officer in charge. This company 
had many thrilling experiences, at one time 
coming so near being captured that they had 
to abandon their horses while trying to make 
Cook’s Terry and swim the St. Johns River 


for safety. 


After the Mr. Woodruff served his 
county two terms in the Florida Legislature. 
Jn 1869 the brothers and sisters of Mr. Wood- 


ruff insisted that he return to Mississippi and 


war, 


in response to their entreaties he sold all his 
possessions and returned there; but so strong 
a hold had Florida upon him that he came 
back within three months, located again at Ft. 
Reed, and_ started 
grove, but never very strong, his health began

to fail, and he only lived two years after re- 
turning. 

The making of the new home depended 
largely upon his wife, when he died, February 
14th, 1872. Being well educated and gifted 
with unusual personal ability, she gathered the 
remnants of property left and so planned, 
worked and lived to enjoy the income of one 
of the finest orange groves in Orange County. 

Mr. and Mrs. Woodruff had three children: 
Seth, Emma and Frank. In 1877 Mrs. Wood- 
ruff married C. H. Beck and two sons were 
born. June rith, 1909, Mrs. Nannie Woodruff 
Beck died in the home she had made, where 
her last days were spent in quiet and the en- 
joyment of her children, all of them residents 
of Sanford, except the eldest, Seth, who has 
for some years lived in Orlando, the county 
seat, where official duties demanded his pres- 
ence.

Seth, the oldest of the third generation of Orange County 
\Woodrutfs, was born at Mellonyille (I*t. Reed). March roth, 
1862. He attended the county schools, upon paying tuition, 
the schools of that time being free only to those unable to pay. 
Ile entered the Preparatory Department, Itrskine College, 
Due West, South Carolina, in October, 1877, took the six 
years’ course in five years, graduating in 1882 with A. B. 
degree and honorable mention in all branches of study. Upon 
returning home he entered upon a busy life of orange growing, 
trucking, cattle raising and mercantile business, which he 
followed for ten years, and during a part of the time engaged 
in public business, serving as clerk and assessor and tax 
collector and treasurer of Sanford, and as assistant tax asses- 
sor of the county. 

In 1892 he was elected tax collector of Orange County and 
served in this capacity until 1904. 

Upon terminating this public service he returned to his 
profitable business of cattle, trucking and orange growing. 
The writer could stop right here and enough would have been 
‘written to fill one man’s busy life-time, but Mr. Woodruff 
has continued to crowd in many other things. A Democrat

He endorses all legitimate sports when con- 
ducted in a clean way and contributes to rac- 
ing, baseball and polo, and is identified with 
social affairs and a stockholder in the Orlando 
Country Club. He is a hearty believer in 
fraternal organizations, and is a member of nu- 
merous orders.

John N. Bradshaw was born Octobe? 20, 
1862, in Covington, Georgia, and came to 
Orange County, Florida in the first full flush 
of virile manhood, on January first, 1883—just 
at the time when the eyes of the country were 
directed to the wonderful possibilities there 
were bound up in the orange industry. He 
first located in Apopka, Orange County, where 
his two older brothers, one of them now the 
Mayor of St. Petersburg, had settled in 1873. 

It did not take so very long ’ere Mr. Brad- 
shaw fitted into the active affairs of the county, 
for in November of the same year he removed 
to Orlando, where he occupied the position of 
deputy clerk of the Circuit Court of Orange 
County, under T. J. Shine, Circuit Court Clerk. 

Occupying this place and coming into con- 
tact with the majority of the citizens of the 
county, among them many of the incoming 
settlers, he formed a large acquaintance, which 
in many instances ripened into friendships. 

In July, 1887, he was appointed clerk of the 
Criminal Court, being the first clerk of the 
court. 

At the Democratic primary, September 27th, 
1890, he was nominated clerk of the Circuit 
Court, and took office in November, 1890, suc- 
ceeding Shine. 


He became a very popular officer and held 
this ofmce for fourteen consecutive years, dur- 
ing which time he was conceded to be the 
best. posted man in Orange County, politics 
—being acquainted with almost every foot of 
land and with the men living upon it. 

In September, 1904, a complete reorganiza- 
tion in his affairs occurred, when after all 
these busy years in Orange County, he left 
the scene of his activities and many personal 
friendships and removed to Cameron, Texas, 
to settle a family estate of magnitude. Here 
he became president of the First National 
Bank of Cameron and continued as such for 
four years, when he sold his interests and 
removed to Amarillo, Texas, where he arrived 
in 1908 and engaged extensively in real estate. 

Col. Bradshaw always said that when he 
eot ready to really live he would certainly re- 
turn to Orlando, and in December, rgori, his 
promise was fulhlled, for on that date he re- 
turned and found a partnership with Mr. 
Charles Lord in the real estate and fire insur- 
ance business, which he continues to this date. 

Col. Bradshaw’s military records is well 
known to the older citizens of Orange County, 
having served in the National Guard of Flor- 
ida for nineteen continuous years. 

He enlisted as a private in 1886, soon rose 
to lieutenant and then was elected captain of 
the crack company of the State. He went into 
the Spanish-American war as captain of com- 
pany “C” tst Regiment Florida Volunteer In- 
fantry and left Orlando with 121 men and 
brought back every man alive at the close of 
the war. 

The company was mustered out at Talla- 
hassee, Florida, December 4th, 1808. 

Captain Bradshaw’s next promotion was that 
of Major 2nd Regiment Florida National 
Guard, and shortly thereafter Colonel of the 
same regiment. 

On March 6th, 1905, after his removal to 
Texas, he was placed on the retired list with 
the rank of colonel. This in brief, completes 
his official and military record, but there ts 
another side to the colonel’s story, and that 
is his home life. 

On Feb. 28th, 1905, he was married to Miss 
Elise Alexander, of St. Augustine, Fla., the 
loyal lady who followed his fortunes to Texas, 
and now happily lives with him on East Pine 
Street, Orlando, Florida.

Judge Cheney is in no sense a man whose 
usefulness has been confined to Orange County, 
Florida. His work has been State-wide and 
of such magnitude that only the fate of the 
political cards prevented a life tenure on the 
bench for the United States Southern District 
of Florida, where merit alone had placed him. 

Born of an old line of Vermont parentage, 
January 6th, 1859, the John Cheney,

In July, 1912, the president appointed him 
United States Judge from the Southern Dis- 
trict of Florida, and took the oath of office on 
September 2nd. He presided with great satis- 
faction to the bar of the State until March 4, 
1913, and right here is where the fate of party 
change stepped in, when the Democratic party 
succeeded and the Republican party in power 
and a majority of the Senate refused to con- 
firm the appointments of retiring President 
Taft, although Judge Cheney’s appointment 
had been made about eight months previously. 

The judge accepted the decree with his cus- 
tomary optimistic good humor and has  har- 
bored no resentment, but re-opened his law 
practice in Orlando with his old-time success.

Joseph A. Barber was born at the south end 
of Lake Conway in Orange County, Florida, 
on December 18th, 1860.

Andrew J. Barber is the son of William 
Barber and was born in North Florida, July 9, 
1839. 

His father died when Andrew was but two 
years of age. Sixteen years of his life was 
passed in Nassaua, Hernando and Columbia 
Counties.

debt of gratitude to such men as Mr. Barber, 
who bore the brunt of the battle, for no matter 
how much romance may be woven about the 
Indian and the disposition of his lands, the 
early fighter for the white race had in mind 
something much more practical to him and 
posterity, and that was the preservation of 
peace and the element of safety for his own 
home; hence he fought a desperate warfare 
from flowing stream to rising hillock, from 
behind the stately trees of the pine forests and 
amid the dense jungles of the black ham- 
mocks. 

After the wars were over, the Indians dis- 
persed and the remnant pressed down into the 
Everglades, Mr. Barber turned his attention to 
stock raising, for which parts of Orange Coun- 
ty, as it then was, offered exceptional ad- 
vantages, and as time went on he raised from 
the seed one of the finest crange groves in 
what became Osceola County, cut off from 
Orange. 

Stock raising, orange growing and farming 
were his occupations through a long and use- 
ful life, and now in his 76th year of age, he 
earlier

H. Fl. Witherington was born on a farm in 
Tuscaloosa County, Alabama, during the Civil 
war, in 1862. Came to Orange County, Fla., 
in 1883, and settled at Apopka, where he now 
lives. He was attracted to that section on 
account of its high rolling lands and ideal 
climate. 

He began clerking in a grocery store, and 
later embarked in the mercantile business for 
himself, which he followed for twenty years 
continuously, during which time, assisted by 
Mayor John B, Steinmetz, of Clay Springs, he 
built and equipped probably: the first rural tel- 
ephone line in Orange County, and among the 
first in the State, in the year 1901. 

Like most persons who came to Florida in 
those days, he began the task of making an 
orange grove, and to experiment in farming on 
a small scale. He soon was able to prove to 
the most skeptical that both corn and hay could 
be successfully grown on the high pine lands 
of Florida and has since been one of the few 
men who has grown his own stock feed from 
year to year. 

Like many others, his hopes were somewhat 
blighted when the freeze of 1804 and 1895 
killed his beautiful orange grove to the ground, 
and he wondered for a time whether or not 
the orange grove was worth the effort, but 
soon revived his courage and began rebuilding 
his once blighted prospeets and is today re- 
warded by being the owner of a beautiful 
grove, which at harvest time cach year shows 


forth its picture of green intermingled with 
yellow, and brings the usual dividend to the 
owner as a reward for his efforts. 

He never aspired to political honors, al- 
though he was appointed in 1896 as member of 
the Board of Public Instruction of Orange 
County to fill the unexpired term of Hon. T. 
G. Tlyers, and was re-elected and served con- 
tinuously for fourteen years—declining to be 
elected again, claiming that there were young- 
er and more capable men perhaps, who might 
hll the position more successfully. 

The only distinctive honor claimed by him 
during these fourteen years of service was 
that the school interests were never once sac- 
rificed for that of the individual. 

Tle was married at the age of twenty-five 
to Anna Belle Turner, also of Alabama, an 
acquaintance of his boyhood days. To them 
were born five children—three boys and two 
girls, who are living and are practically grown. 

Being a firm believer in the future possibili- 
ties of the State as a winter resort for older 
people from the Northern States, a healthful 
resort for the afflicted, a veritable pleasant re- 
sort for those able to afford it, a country, in 
fact, destined to become one of the most pro 
ductive in fruits, vegetables and field crops of 
all kinds, with a climate unsurpassed, he de- 
cided to enter the real estate business and 
continually sings the praises of Florida, the 
State of his adoption.

A Juxury-loving chap from the cities of in- 
dulgance might have voted the living of those 
days rather hard, consisting, as it did of corn- 
bread, sweet potatoes, milk and hominy, beef, 
pork, fish and game of every sort, with biscuits

royal folks who lived near to nature’s heart 
and nature's God. 

Sure, they made many sacrifices for each 
other, but then it all developed many big~ 
hearted, unselfish, rugeed characters, of which 
it is really refreshing to remember, in these 
days when modern advantages and conveni- 
ences enables one to live almost an isolated 
life so far as an out-stretched, helping human 
hand is concerned, the opportunity for mutual 
help being thus removed and the human appeal 
and helpfulness, one of the greatest pleasures 
of community life, and the best in human na- 
ture seems almost lost. 

Tn these early times agriculture and horti- 
culture were the only pursuits open to one 
and, naturally, these were entered into by Mr. 
Sadler as he grew to manhood’s estate.

The mother of the 
subject of this review was a second cousin 
of Jefferson Davis. 

Trrederick Augustus Lewter acquired his 
early education in Elm Grove and Buck Horn 
Academies in Hertford County, North Caro- 
lina, and spent his vacation (two summers) 
teaching school in Northampton County, North 
Carolina, and two years in the drug business 
with his uncle, Dr. John T. Lewter, in Mur- 
freesboro, North Carolina, and later entered 
Richmond College. Richmond, Virginia. After 
leaving the latter institution he went to Phil- 
adelphia, arriving in the city in 1876, and 
there he spent one year as manager of several 
hotels. At the end of that time he returned 
to Halifax County, North Carolina, having 
succeeded to a large farm left by his father, 
and operated successfully three stores, until 
1883, when his buildings were entirely de- 
stroyed by fire. After paying all his debts, 
Mr. Lewter found himself with a cash capital 
of sixty-eight dollars, and he determined to 
seck his fortune in other fields. Accordingly 
he moved to Florida. arriving in Orlando in 
1884 with two dollars and thirty-five cents. 

He secured a position in a general store in 
this city and after clerking for a short time, 
bought the enterprise, agreeing to pay for it 
within three years on monthly payments. So 
rapidly did he attain success, however, that 
the store was free from debt within one year 


thereafter. In 1885 he turned his attention to 
the real estate business, and he has sinee been 
continuously active along this line. 

During the first ten years he sold land on 
a commission basis, but since that time has 
purchased his property outright and today 
owns valuable holdings in city and farming 
lands, and is perhaps the largest tax payer in 
this section of the state. His business has 
continualy increased for he has become 
known as an expert judge of land values and 
a man who never uses his knowledge or ability 
to defraud or inconvenience a client. By 
reason of his honorable and _ conscientious 
methods of dealing and his strict adherence 
to high standards of business integrity, Mr. 
Lewter has made an enviable reputation for 
himself and has built up a business which is 
one of the largest of its kind in this section 
of Florida. For a time he owned also the 
largest chicken farm in the State, having 
forty-four distinct breeds of chickens and as 
many as five thousand fowl. He sold twenty- 
thousand dollars’ worth of eggs and chickens 
per annum and kept twenty-seven incubators 
in constant use. However, fire destroyed this 
enterprise some years ago, and he has since 
devoted all of his attention to his real-estate 
interests. 

In 1885 Mr. Lewter was united in marriage 
to Miss Linnie Wilkins Holshouser, a daugh- 
ter of Wilham Simpson and Cynthia Ann 
Roberta) (Dickenson) Holshouser, of Paris, 
Tennessee.
